WE have received Volume 1 of the Pattern Maker, 
a new Cleveland, O., publication, containing a num- 
ber of interesting technical articles on this subject. 
The officers of this company are well known to the 
metal world and there is no question of this paper 
proving a success in its chosen field. 








Tue recent disastrous fire at Baltimore, Md., gut- 
ted the plant of the Manufacturers’ Record and all their 


electrotypes, advertising cuts, etc., were destroyed, 
but with characteristic enterprise they made arrange- 
ments for issuing their paper in Philadelphia, and their 
Feb. 11 issue came out only a day late. A glance over 
this issue shows no evidences of the temporary straits 
to which this company were put by this conflagration 
and speaks volumes for their enterprise. 








More than one-half of the exports from the United 
States in 1903 went to British territory, and practically 
one-third of the imports into the United States came 
from British territory. Our total exports to British 
territory in the calendar year 1903 were 768 million 
dollars, or 52 per cent of our total exports, and our 
total imports from British territory 308 millions, or 
31 per cent of the total, speaking in round terms. 
These facts are shown by an analysis of the year’s 
commerce made by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor through its Bureau of Statistics. By British 
territory is meant the United Kingdom and its colonies, 
dependencies and protectorates. 








CoMMERCE between the United States and Porto 
Rico during the calendar year 1903 amounted, in round 
terms, to 22 millions of dollars. In 1897, the year 
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prior to annexation, it amounted to $4,162,912, the 
total for the year just ended being thus more than five 
times as great as in 1897. This statement of the com- 
merce passing between the United States and Porto 
Rico is prepared by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, through its Bureau of Statistics, and gives the 
details of the movements, by principal articles, in both 
directions, both of domestic and foreign products. It 
also shows the commerce of Porto Rico with other 
countries, which amounted to over 6 million dollars, 
thus making the total trade of the island more than 28 
millions in the year just ended. 








Most hardware dealers underestimate the value of 
personal recommendations. Many a sale is lost be- 
cause the dealer cannot tell his customer that he has 
personally used this or that. An English hardware 
merchant in writing to a trade paper on this topic 
Says : 

“The writer has found it a good plan to get person- 
ally acquainted with as many as possible of the goods 
he handles. Especially profitable has this plan proved 
in the incandescent mantle trade. There are scores of 
people who, in spite of all reason, simply will not be 
convinced that there is any difference between a cheap 
mantle and the best until, having simultaneously 
mounted one of each next to one another in his own 
establishment, the ironmonger is able to point at once 
to a very practical illustration of the superiority of the 
best mantle, both in brilliance and durability. 

“It has also proved highly beneficial to business to 
personally test the qualities of each brand of paint and 
enamel, each kind of gold paint, and the different vari- 
eties of repairing preparations, such as seceotine and 
giantine. Not only is the user spared the mortification 
of having customers refuse goods because the testi- 
monials in their favor only half satisfy them, but his 
practical experience gives him a peculiar technical 
knowledge of the various properties of his specialties 
that is extremely valuable at every turn of business 
life.” 








Exports of manufactures in January 
and in the seven months ending with 
January show a larger total than ever 
before in the same portions of the year. 
For the month of January they amounted to $38,213,- 
352, while the highest January record on any former 
occasion was that of 1900, when they were $35,586,- 
940. For the seven months ending with January they 
amount to $250,214,936, and the highest record for 
that seven months’ period in any preceding year was 
that ending with January, 1901, when the total was 
$239,564,064. Thus the total for January is 24% mil- 
lion dollars in excess of any preceding January, and 
for the seven months ending with January is about 11 
millions more than in any preceding seven months end- 
ing with January. These figures are shown by an 
analysis of the January exports just prepared by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor through its 
Bureau of Statistics. 

This increase of 20 million dollars in exports of 
manufactures in the seven months ending with Jan- 
uary as compared with the corresponding seven months 


Exports. 
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of last year is distributed among most of the leading 
classes of manufactures exported. By far the largest 
increase occurs in manufactured copper, of which the 
exports in the seven months ending with January, 
1904, are reported at $31,552,677, against $22,514,843 
for the corresponding months last year, and $19,038,- 
328 for the corresponding period of the year preceding. 
Refined mineral oil is next in the list of manufactured 
articles showing an increase in export values, being 
for the seven months ending with January, 1904, $42,- 
029,461, against $35,324,067 in the corresponding 
months of last year, and $40,664,900 in the correspond- 
ing period of the preceding year. 

Iron and steel stand next in the list of manufac- 
tured articles showing an increase in exports. The 
total value of iron and steel exported in the seven 
months ending with January, 1904, is $59,125,780, 
against $55.997,942 in the corresponding months end- 
ing with January, 1903, and $57,310,128 in the cor- 
responding months of the preceding year. For Jan- 
uary alone the exports of iron and steel are $8,171,- 
738, against $7,437,298 in January, 1903, making the 
increase for the single month $734,440 and for the 
seven months about 3 millions. Agricultural imple- 
ments also show an increase in exports, amounting 
to a little over 2 million dollars for the seven months 
ending with January, 1904, as compared with the cor- 
responding months of last year, and about 4 million 
dollars increase as compared with the seven months 
ending with January, 1902. 








THE month just closed has witnessed the 
Convention, Conventions of the ten leading state 
Reports. hardware associations in the western 
country and this movement is stronger 
than ever before. M. L. Corey, Argos, Ind., secretary 
of the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, 
called attention to this fact in his address before the 
joint convention of the Illinois Retail Hardware Deal- 
ers’ Association and the Missouri Retail Stove & Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association at East St. Louis, Feb. 24, 
last, saying: 
“This is the fifth meeting of the state organizations that 
I have attended this year, and I am glad to see Your member- 
ship is increasing. The Nebraska Association took in 60 new 
members the past year; the Iowa Association took in 100; 
over a hundred were taken in in Indiana; Wisconsin showed 
a marked gain, and there has been a large increase in the 
membership of both the Illinois and Missouri Associations. 
The general increase in the membership of the different state 
associations is encouraging.” 

That the interest has been widespread has been 
shown by the great number of new subscribers—more 
than received in any single previous month—we have 
received from hardware dealers interested in con- 
vention work who were eager to secure the best re- 
ports of the doings of their own association and those 
in sister states as well, and by the enormous demand 
for copies of our paper containing the proceedings of 
the conventions. In spite of the fact that we were 
called upon to report five conventions in a single week, 
we were enabled to give complete reports of all of them 
a week in advance of the meager and condensed re- 
ports of other journals.

of the AMERICAN ARTISAN AND HARDWARE RECORD:

On Feb. 26 alone 405,508 ems of brevier type had 
to be set in order that our publication might get out at 
its accustomed time.

A FINE RECORD. 





It is probable that Andrew Noll, Chilton, Wis., the 
father of the Wisconsin Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association, holds the record for minimum losses on 
account of dead beats. Mr. Noll is now in the real 
estate, insurance and loan business at Chilton, but was 
in the hardware business for seventeen years. His 
experience was as follows: 

“T had been in the retail hardware business in Chil- 
ton about twelve years and during this period I charged 
in my ledger altogether about $90,000. My book ac- 
counts were not that amount on the end of the twelfth 
year, but only about $3,000, as I always collected right 
up, so that on an average at time of inventory I had 
a book account of about $3,000. The amount of my 
cash sales I will not mention, as this would give the 
hardwaremen too much of a chance to look back of the 
curtain. On March 1, 1903, when I sold out, I had, 
as stated, about $3,000 book account, and inside of a 
few weeks had everything settled up except about 
$100, which is all that I will have to lose in twelve 
years of credit sales, amounting to about $90,000, or 
‘one-ninth of 1 per cent.’ This is what I call doing a 
‘cash-credit business.’ I have a good, big, long smoke 
for the fellow who can beat this. My first five years 
in the retail hardware business I spent in Seymour, 
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where the net loss for the five years on book accounts 
amounted to about one-half of 1 per cent.”

Trade 


PIG IRON. 

Further weakness in prices of pig iron marks the 
principal development of the week. Southern grades 
are once more selling openly on the basis of $9 Bir- 
mingham for No. 2 and Northern irons at $13 Chicago 
for the same grade. A fair volume of business has 
been transacted at these figures in the past week, 
though a larger tonnage was turned down because of 
the refusal of leading interests in the South to meet 
such prices. Enough furnaces, however, are quoting 
the above figures to establish the market. In contrast 
to the condition of raw metals is the optimism that 
prevails among sellers of finished material. All prod- 
ucts are in brisk demand, and with the exception of 
sheets and hoops prices are well sustained. Particu- 
larly active is the call for materials entering into agri- 
cultural consumption. With wheat selling at $1.08 per 
bushel and other cereals correspondingly high, farmers 
are prosperous and banks in the West have plenty of 
money. This has stimulated a demand for wire prod- 


ucts and spring implements, and has brought many 


manufacturers and jobbers into the market with sup- 
plementary orders. The buying of bars and agricul- 
tural shapes in February was far ahead of the tonnage 
purchased in the same month last year or in any month 
since last August, the sales of the former last month 
being estimated at nearly 100,000 tons. Railroads are 
also buying more freely, and with the opening of 
spring a marked improvement is expected in the struc- 
tural steel situation. Further large purchases have 
been made in the past week of track supplies, and 
orders for several thousand tons of heavy rails were 
also placed. A local car company bought 5,000 tons 
of billets for working into axles two weeks ago, in- 
stead of 1,000 tons as previously reported. There is 
a good call for sheets, though the cutting of prices has 
a demoralizing effect on this market. Plates are un- 
changed and are probably the quietest product on the 
list. Scrap is weaker owing to heavy purchases of 
several large consumers in the past week and the gen- 
eral improvement in the weather. We have lowered

and large dealers are of the opinion there will be fur- 
ther recessions. Coke is inactive in sympathy with the 
pig iron situation and prices are changed. 





IRON -AND STEEL BARS. 

Buying of both these products continues heavy, hav- 
thg been stimulated in the past week by the advance 
in wheat and other cereals on the local board of trade. 
Agricultural machinery manufacturers «report that 
farmers are buying spring implements very freely, and 
the former have increased their specifications and 
qfders for iron and steel materials entering into the 
construction of same. The sales of these products 
during the month just closed are far in excess of the 
tonnage sold in the corresponding month of 1903, and 
are greater than the total sales of any month since last 
August. Prices are very firm and the report of a 
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Report. 


probable advance in steel bars has induced many con- 
sumers to cover for their requirements earlier than was 
usual. Hoops have been advanced $1 a ton in this 
market by the leading producer and are now offered at 
1.46%c Chicago. The bulk of the buying of the past 
week, however, was done on the basis of 1.41¥%c. Job- 
bers report an active trade and that prices are firmly 
held on the basis given below. We quote on mill ship- 
ments, Chicago delivery, carload lots, as follows: Bar 
iron, 1.40¢ to 1.45c half extras; soft steel bars, 1.46¥c, 
half extras, with 5c to roc per 100 pounds extra for 
less than carload lots, with the regular extras for less 
than a ton of a size; angles, less than 3x3, 1.56%c 
base, full extras; hoops, 1.41¥%c to 1.46%c, full ex- 
tras. On shipments from store, we quote iron bars, 
1.60c to 1.70c base, full extras; steel, 1.60c to 1.75¢, 
half extras; small angles, channels and tees, less than 
3x3, 1.70c to 1.85c¢ rates, half extras; hoops, 1.75c 
to 2c. 





SHEETS. 


There has been a good demand for both black and 
galvanized sheets during the past week and mills are 
generally reported to be comfortably filled with or- 
ders. The prices of the leading producers are not be- 
ing sustained in this market, and we hear of offerings 
at $1 to $2 below same. We quote No. 27 black, 
2.31% to 2.36%c; No. 28, 2.36%4c to 2.41%c. Gal- 
vanized No. 27, 3.26%c to 3.31%c; No. 28, 3.36%e 
to 3.41%c. On small lots from store, we quote as fol- 
lows: Nos. 8 and 10, 2.15c¢ to 2.20c; No. 12, 2.20c 
to 2.25c; No. 14, 2.30c to 2.35c; No. 16, 2.40¢ to 
2.45¢; Nos. 18 and 20, 2.50c to 2.55c; Nos. 22 and 
24, 2.55¢ to 2.60c; No. 26, 2.65c to 2.70c; No. 27, 
2.75¢ to 2.80c; No. 28, 2.80c to 2.85c; No. 29, 2.95¢ 
to 3c; No. 30, 3.10c to 3.25c. Galvanized, 75 and 7% 
per cent. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 


The week under review has been a quiet one, ne 
transactions of importance being reported. Prices are 
without change, and we quote carload lots, mill ship- 
ments, Chicago delivery, as follows: Beams and chan- 
nels, 16 inches and under, 1.76%4c; 18 inches and over, 
1.86%4c; universal plates, 1.76%c; angles, 3x3 and 
larger, 1.81¥%4c; zees, 1.76%c. On lots from store 
we quote beams, channels and angles, 3x3 and larger, 
1.90c; 18, 20 and 24 inch, 1oc extra; tees, 1.95¢ 
rates, 





PLATES. 


An improvement was noted in specifications during 
the week, but new business continues to be of small 
proportions. We quote prices on carload lots, mill 
shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: Tank steel, 
¥% inch and heavier, 1.76¥%c; flange steel, 1.86%4c. 
From warehouse, we quote small lots: Tank steel, 
% inch and heavier, 1.90c to 2c; 3-16, 2c to 2,100;

RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 


Further heavy purchases of track supplies by West- 
ern and Southwestern roads are reported, and the de- 
mand for light rails is also considerably improved. 
Orders for several thousand tons of heavy sections 
were let during the week, and specifications have also 
been of good volume. No change in prices is report- 
ed, and we quote standard sections, 500 tons and over, 
$28; less than 500 tons to carload lots, $30; less than 
carload lots, $32; second quality, rails, $27; 25-pound 
rails, $25 to $26; 12-pound rails, $26 to $28, with 
regular differentials for intermediate sizes.
